You came through for me one more time and I really appreciate the input. 
I had 17 responses on my question of using 60HZ on 400HzZ supplies. Here 
is a summary of the answers: 


Unanimous: Do not use 60 Hz on 400 Hz supplies, as they will overheat. 


Unanimous: Tough to make changes to 400 Hz to use on 60 Hz, much more 
easy to get the right 60 Hz supplies to begin with. 


Other notes of interest: 
1. Might could use an old computer switching power supply and cobble it 


into 
the 400 Hz unit. 


2. 400 Hz to 60 Hz converters available at Fair Radio for about $75. 
3. Get a 400 Hz generator system but they are not cheap. 
4 Have to replace the transformer, filter caps and chokes if present 


to use on 400 Hz. 


5. Designed 400 Hz systems for aircraft because they require less iron 
in xfmrs. 

6. Wire a 100 watt light bulb in series with the unloaded xfmr primary 
and if 


bulb is bright, you have a 400 Hz transformer, unlit bulb indicates 
a xfmr that 
may take 60 Hz input. 


Tes OK to use a 60 Hz power supply on 400 Hz but not the other way. 


8. Please don't butcher up good old BAs to use 60 Hz, find a 400 Hz 
supply (and 
I agree completely with that statement) 


This is the best group on the internet for technical knowledge. I wanted to 
share this 

with the group, but it is probably not news to most, I just happen to be 
still learning.
